RECORD OF A HISTORY. 


Size Not Essential to Independence. 


The Smallest Republic—An Army of 
Three Soldiers-A Quaint Old Place. 
Hawaii Larger than Any of Them. 


Tbe permanence of republican insti- 


tutions in Hawaii baa been doubted 
by many prophets, who hinted tbat 
the new commouwealtb would ex- 
perience difficult; in maintaining lt% 
independence, Bays the New York 
Mail and1£xpn»8. Did these predict 
en ever consider bow many other 
republics, much smaller in sice and in 
population, several of them, too.witb- 
ont tbe advantage of insular position, 
bad stood tbe teat of time and pre- 
served their autonomy, In spite of the 
jealousies of their powerful neighbors? 
The following account of tbe little 
republics of the world will show that 
the promoters of tbe Hawaiian com 
monwealth had plenty of precedent to 
encourage their faith Iu tbe future: 


There is Pit cairn Island; itself, like 


Hawaii, situated iu tbe Pacific Ocean, 
immeasurably inferior to Prestden 
Dole's district in area, population and 
••vrry other important respect, wh cl 
has long remained in tbe peculiar po 
sitlon of being indepei'dent aud fr»e 
from interference without ever bavins: 
had its national existence formally 
recognized. 
Its first settlers, from 


whom tbe present inhabitants are ex 
clusively descended,.were tbe mntiu 
ousorewof an Englirb. man-of-war, 
Bounty, famous iu Htory. 


Lying iu tbe southern seas in the 


region of tbe Australasian continent, 
Is the islitnd 
<>f Franceville. One ol 


the New Hebrides, it Is not fur from 
New Caledonia. Iu are* eighty oiid 
miles, it is mainly occupied by a out 
500 natives, the white ii habitants 
ng less than bal' a hundred. Fr»nce, 
which originally hail control of tbi< 
place, pave it, in 1879, a charter of iu 
lepeuilence, promising tbat no other 
x>wer should be permitted to inter 
'ere with It. Tbe people elect a presl- 
lent, who governs wuh tbeai I of au 
advisory council of eight members 
The president, iu nddition to bio ad 
mlnistratlve functions, exercises judl 
clal powers, and there ia no appeal 
rom bis decisions. Although no offlc- 
can be held by colored citizens, uui 
versal xuffrage prevail-, without dis- 
i notion of t-ex or color 
Tbe chief

If one wants to take a trip 


through Chinatown to learn what 
is being undone in the sanitary 
line it should be made in the bright 
glare of the sun. He will have 
every opportunity to see the accu- 
mulation of dirt; he will realize, 
too, that there are not enough em- 
ployees in the Board of Health to 
properly enforce the sanitary laws 
of the city. 


But everyone who visits China- 


town is not interested in health 
matters ; like people who go miles 
to witness a prize fight, they visit 
it fur the peculiar fascination law- 
breaking has for certain classes of 
society. 
The Chinese quarter of 


Honolulu does not present the same 
attraction to the sightseer as China- 
town of San Francisco, Portland, or 
even some of the smaller cities on 
the Pacific coast, and the reasons are 
plain. Our laws here against such 
enjoyments as the Chinese have 
are so rigidly enforced 
that the 


men are afraid to indulge their de- 
sires. 
For instance if you wish to 


go to an opium joint in Honolulu 
you must first find a Kanaka po- 
liceman who has influence enough 
with the Chinese dope fiends to 
get permission to introduce his 
friends and then, when the inter- 
view is accorded all eorts of ques- 
tions are asked and the request de- 
liberated upon by a half dozen 
sallow-faced individuals before the 
answer yes or no is received.

SOIL OF HAWAII WKLL ADAPTED.

Consul at San Diego, will prove in- 
teresting to those persons who are 
experimenting with canaigre. 


Fears have been entertained that 


the production of canaigre in New 
Mexico, Arizona and Texas, would 
attain such dimensions that the 
market for the article would soon 
be overstocked. While large quan- 
tities of the root have been gath- 
ered and shipped from those regions 
it has been shown that the yield 
without irrigation is so small that 
it will not pay to cultivate the 
roots and depend on the rainfall 
which in those sections seldom 
amounts to more than five inches 
per annum. In time, no doubt, 
irrigation will be practiced and 
large quantities of the roots grown, 
but in these islands large crops can 
be grown without irrigation, and 
our geographical position is such 
that we shall always have an ad- 
vantage over the interior States of 
America. 


Most of the roots planted in this 


country last year were planted 
from four to five months too late 
and did not amount to much. All 
that was planted before the middle 
of November gave a good crop of 
fine large roots, rich in tannic acid. 
Hoots that were planted too late 
will, if not disturbed, grow again 
this year and yield a good crop. 
The plant is peculiar, in this coun- 
try; it will not grow, no matter 
how much you irrigate it, before 
October. It will then commence 
and grow until May and June, and 
will then die down and Remain 
dormant until the next October, to 
again go through the same course. 


There seems every prospect of 


canaigre becoming an important 
industry on these islands, particu- 
larly for small farmers, and the 
probable yield of canaigre roots 
will be from fifteen to twenty tons 
to the acre, provided the land is 
well plowed and the crop well cul- 
tivated. Three tons of the roots 
will make one ton of the dried chips 
worth in Europe from £8 to £11 
per ton of 2240 Ibs. 
An outfit 


consisting of a good cutting ma- 
chine and a horse-power can be 
laid down in this country for $200. 
The cut roots will dry in seven or 
eight hours of sunshine, and when 
bagged it is ready for market. 


It is to be hoped that all those 


who have any of the roots growing 
will continue the cultivation, and 
•do whatever they can to make the 
industry a success.

Dear Sir:—Having been appointed 


a delegate to tbe Fourth National 
Irrigation Congress by the Governor 
of this s^tate, tbe opening of tbe ses- 
sion at Albuquerque, New Mexico, on 
the 
16lb of September, 
found me 


present. After spending two days in 
attendance upon tbe Congress, I took 
the train leaving Albuquerque 3 a.m. 
the 18th for Demiug, arriving there at 
12 noon the same day 
My object in 


taking this trip was to make a per- 
sonal inspection of tbe growth and 
manufacture of canaigre, in order to 
report to you, and through you to 
others interested iu canaigre in Ha 
waii. 


Tbe pioneer, or at least one of the 


pioneers, in tbe canaigre irnlu-try Is 
R J. Kerr formerly of Deming, N. M., 
whose early efforts 4u collecting and 
drying the root for export met with 
financial success and led to tbe forma 
tion of tbe Tanning Extract Com puny 
whose works, tbe only ones of tbe 
kiud in tbe United States, are located 
at that point. Tbls plaot bos been In 
operation since 1892, consuming iu 
that period all tbe wild root within an 
economical carting distance of the 
Southern Pacific aud Santa Fe R. R 
track- for 200 miles east and west from 
Deming. 


I*(i to the present this company has 


not planted an acre, but has depended 
entirely upon tbe supply of wild root, 
hoping to indufe various parties own- 
Ing laud In the valley of th' Rio 
Grande and elsewhere to plant 
Th--y 


are now, however, negotiating for the 
purchase of some 3000 acres, which if 
obtained, w i l l be planted during Oct- 
oher and November ol this year. 
But 


as this planting will not be matured 
until next June, if the factory is to 
continue operations it must depend 
for another jearupon the wild pro- 
duct, making the output for the next 
Iwelve to eighteen months very prob- 
lematical which Is most unfortunate 
naamucb aa the demand for and price 
of the root are largely dependent upon 


tbe certainty of supply. R»ota plant- 
ed in Oolober mature or seed lu June 
following, but Mr Allaire, manager 
of the Dealing factory, tells me that 
during ceedlng time tbe perceutage of

tirely from the railroads, to which 
it gave nothing in return. Yet an 
Inexhaustible supply of the purest 
wa'er is found at a depth of from 30 to 
60 feet, as is evidenced by a hundred 
windmills 
in 
successful operation. 


The wind blows continuously aud as 
the experience of Western Kansas and 
elsewhere has proven that windmill 
irrigation can be profitably carried ou, 
even where the 
water has to be 


pumped from a depth of 100 feat, it 
seems strange that some systematic 
attempt has uot been made to open 
up small canaigre farms. Nineteen 
acres devoted to cauaigre aud one acr<- 
to raising ihe necessary vegetables 
and household supplies, would Dot 
only provide a living, but enable the 
thrifty husbandman to put something 
by for a rainy day 
The market is ea 


tablished, tbe factory offers a remu- 
nerative price for the root, success m 
aisure<l 
Tbe capacity of the mill at 


Demiug is twenty tons of tbe green 
roots pcr day, which will make some- 
thing over seven tons of the dried 
product or about three aud oue-qiiar 
ter tons extract, worth today lu the 
New York market flve cents per 
pound iu carload lots, or flve aud one 
half cents per pound in smaller quan- 
tities. Ttie company's expense ac- 
count shows that a ton of canaigre 
extract cau be landed In New York 
for $45, netting a profit of $55 and up 
wards per tou. The roots are shred 
ded by just such a machine as is u-ed 
iu grinding apples for the cider nail I, 
carted out iu wheelbarrows and spread 
on sheets about 15 feet square. 
From 


eight 11 twelve hours of New Mexico 
sunshine is sufficient for drying. The 
roots are spread on tarpaulins for coo 
veuieuce In baudliug fu case of an ap- 
proach ing shower or sand storm, toe 
latter being a very common occur- 
rence in tbat country during cenain 
seasons of tbe year. The only object 
in making a condensed extract from 
the roots IB to save in transportation 
charges. Tbe sliced and dried roots, 
although being equally desirable for 
tauners' use, are quite bulky, while 
the extract with a much greater cou- 
tent of tannic acid occupies but com- 
paratively lit1 le space. 


A point tbat should be borne in

One product it will teud to displace is 
gambi>-r, which, though only contain- 
ing 86 per cent, of tannin, finds a 
ready market at 5 cents to 5} ceuts per 
pound, some 18,000 tons being import- 
ed by tbe United States aloue anuu 
ally 


The especial value of canaigre is 


shown in tbe preparation of leather 
for enamelling. Hides tanned by oak 
orljemlock hark have a slight .-hav- 
ing taken off tbe hair surface, which 
Is thrown away, being considered 
valueless. Tbe skiu is then divided 
equally, the upper portion made Into 
euamel leather and tbe lower portion 
being sold by tbe pound. A canaigre 
tanned skiu has tbe first shaving re- 
moved a trifle deeper, which, owlug 
to its tenHile strength, finds a ready 
sale at 5 cent* per pound—clear gaiu— 
instead of dividiug the remainder 
equally, tbe portion for enameling is

Fourth Attempt at Self-Murder 


Results SottsDiotorlly. 


"You loug-legged 
, 


I'll give you a job before the sun goes 
down that you won't like." 


This was oue of the many pleasaut- 


ries gotten up by Tom Audersoa, 
coachman for Mr-*. Cornwall, to De- 
teotlve EUinmer yesterday morning. 


But Hammer didn't get the job, 


which was, according to Detective 
BUmmer'a story, the cleaning up of 
the debris around Mr Anderson's re- 
mains after he bad shot himself. 


It seems that Anderson was making 


threats against his life all of Monday 
afternoon, so much so, Indeed, that the 
residents of the neighborhood of Judd 
and Lilaba streets considered It neces 
sary late in the afternoon to comniun- 
icate with the police department and 
have him locked op for safe keeping. 
Detective Hammer was detailed for 
the purpose and drove op in bis brake 
to the Cornwall residence. This was 
about 4 o'clock In the afternoon. 
When Anderson saw Hammer driv- 
ing in the yard he stepped out from a 
clomp of trees near his cottage and 
inquired his business. 
When told 


that the Marshal wanted to see him 
about something Anderson declined 
to 
go 
until 
the. officer 
had 


wasted* a good 
of 
eloquence 
in 


explaining that there was no trou 
Me, and until he bad 
performed 


the 
pastoral 
duties 
around 
the 


house. Hammer then had to prom 
ise that he would brine him back io a 
hack as soon as the Marshal had fin- 
ished hl« interview with him. As 
they were ready to leave Anderson 
excused himself to get a small pack- 
age of medicine which he brought out 
of his room and wanted to swallow, 
but which the detective persuaded 
him not to do until/his return from 
the station home. In this be acqui- 
esced and the officer drove off with 
bia charge. 
On arrival at the station 


Anderson saw he was in a trap and 
remon trated with the officers pres- 
ent. 
Be was searched and afterwards 


sent below and'an officer placed on 
guard over him to see that he di<) not 
make way with himself. 
When Detective Hammer was at 


the man's cottage Monday Anderson 
aske'1 him to drink some wine from a 
demijohu and when the officer 1e 
cllued the»man mum iled something 
and poured out a drink and swallowed 
it. He was partly under the influence of 
liquor when he reached the station. 
It was after his "release yesterday 
morning the remark quoted at the 
head of this article was made. So far 
as the police department was con- 
cerned their engagement with Ander- 
sen wasended when be was discharged 
in the moruing, but about half past 
four a telephone message was received 
to the effect that Andersen had shot 
himself. 
Mounted Patrolman 
Dunbar was 


dispatched to the Corn well residence 
where a sight met the young mau's 
gaze such as he never wauls dupli- 
cated. Sitting on a chair on the front 
veranda of his cottage was Andersen 
with a double shotgun between bis 
knees and a string fastened to the 
trigger of the gun and his right foot 
through a lo .p. What was left of his 
bead hung backward and his face was 
turned toward the celling.

OPINION OF THE COUBT, BY FREAB, J. 


This is a controversy respecting the 


location of the dams of the Palikea 
and Lai mi auwais and the relative 
amounts of water which these auwais 
are entitled to take from the Nuuauu 
stream. These anwais tap the stream 
on opposite sides, and until recently 
the Lai ml dam was a short distance 
below the Palikea dam, but not long 
before thin controversy arose, the La 
imi auwai was extended up along the 
bank of the stream so as to take water 
from the Palikea dam. 
The plaintiff (whose land is watered 


by means of the Lajml auwal) con- 
tends that each auwai is entitled to 
one-half of the water in the stream, 
that the point of division is the Pali- 
kea dam, and that ills immaterial 
whether the water to which the La- 
iml^uwai is entitled is brought down 
part way iu the natural bed of the 
stream and then turned into the au- 
w-al, as formerly, or brought down all 
the way iu an artificial ditch. The 
defendants (whose lands are watered 
by the Palikea auwal and who filled 
up the extension of the Lai mi auwal 
as soon as it was made) contend that 
their auwal is entitled to take all the 
water that its looce stone dam will 
turn into it and that the Lai ml auwai 
is entitled only to the overflow and 
seepage from the Palikea dam. 


The commissioner awarded one 


third of the stream to the Laii..i, and 
two-thirds to the Palikea auwai This 
finding is not supported by the evi 
dence. 
The evidence shows that the Pali- 


kea dam was always made entirely 
across the stream aud that there never 
was an open run as found by the com- 
miw-ioner; also that while formerly 
there was generally a flow over as 
well as seepage through the Palikea 
dam sufficient to fill the Laimi auwai, 
yet that then at times, because of 
drought, and more recently much of 
the time, because of the action of the 
Government in taking water at a 
higher point, there has been only set- 
page through and no flow over the 
Palikea dam, aud that notwitstanding 
the diminished quantity of water, the 
amount flowing iu the Palikea auwal 
does not appear to have ever been 
diminished for the benefit of the La 
i nil auwai 
The evidence also seems 


to show that It has been customary all 
along the Nuuanu stream for each ' 
auwai to take its accustomed amount i 
of water even if at times requiitug all 
the water In the stream, without re- 
ference to lower auwais, each auwai i 
depending chiefly upon springs be- 
tween its dam and the dam next 
above. The decision of the commis- 
sioner was ba»ed in part upon the 
comparative areas of the lauds Irri- 
gated by the auwale, but the evidence 
ou this point, though not very definite, 
would seem to indicate that the Pali- 
kea auwai Irrigates four or five times 
as much laud as the Laimi auwal. 


It seems to us that tbe Palikea au 


wal is entitled to the amount of water 
which has u-ually been turned into it 
by its loose stoue-dam and that the 
Laimi auwai is entitled only to the j 
overflow aud seepage. 


The commissioner taxed costs for a 


continuance as for a bearing. Tbe i 
mere sitting arid adjournment to an , 
other iiay is not a "day s hearing" 
within the meaning of the statute. 
(Laws of 1888. Chap XXVI, Sec 5). .

The British Col- 
onies, and the newer American 
States are pushing the matter of 
this development with great energy. 
The subsidies and aid granted by 
the Colony of Victoria to the dairy 
interests has at l.iat developed a 
trade of $5,000,000 with Europe.

Although there have been larger 


and more pretentious expositions 
than that now in progress in At- 
lanta, Ga., and notwithstanding 
as was recently stated in an. ex-

the papers, there is an unusual and 
peculiar significance to this com- 
mendable project instituted by the 
active men of the Southern States. 


Governor Atkinson of Georgia, 


in the October North 
American

naturally turned toward the North 
and West. 
It is a significant fact 


hat many of the wide awake pio- 
neers in the South after the war, 
were veterans of Sherman's army, 
and the new South, now rising 
:rom the solid foundation of free 
labor and ridding itself from the 
slavery of "king cotton," is making 
a bid for the immigrants that are 
becoming a drug on the market in 
the northern latitudes. 


At the Atlanta Exposition the 


people of the South are advertising 
to the world, and more particu- 
larly their fellow-countrymen, that 
the resources for varied industry 
are not to remain dormant. 


Of the negroes, Governor Atkin- 


son says, "No oppressed race ever 
made such advance from abject- 
ness and barbarism to such a high 
state of progress in the arts and 
inventions" as is evidenced in the 
Negro building of the exposition. 
"Nor does an emancipated white

causes, as well as the effects, o 
their civilizations ; it sweeps away 
prejudices, broadens the judgment 
teaches that in all his diverse sur 
roundings man remains practicall; 
the same, and impresses upon both 
the mental and the moral sense hii 
universal brotherhood." 


THE DEMOCRATIC NOMINEE. 


,It is absolutely certain that Mr 


Cleveland will not become a thirc 
term candidate for the Presidency 
of the United States, although he 
will keep a hand upon the lever 
that controls the next convention 
It is conceded that Mr.Whitney, oi 
New York, has a strong claim upon 
the democratic nomination, but h< 
will not take it unless he is satis 
fied that he can win in the contest 
The leading democrats are watch 
ing the financial situation. If the 
country becomes very prosperous 
before spring, many voters wil 
give the democratic tariff the credii 
lor it, and it would not be surpris- 
ing if the democrats recovered much 
of the power they lost in the last 
elections. 
The popular vote in. the 


States becomes 
more and more 


fickle every year. 


Mr. Whitney, owing to his expe- 


rience while Secretary of the Navy 
is committed to the annexation po- 
licy in some form or other, anc 
would be, so far as our interests 
are concerned, a desirable candi- 
date. 
He is, however, handicap- 


ped in the presidential race, as he 
is considered a gold bug, a million- 
aire, by the many sons of toil who 
have votes, and, like Mr. Depew 
on the republican side he will feel 
that a rich presidential candidate 
will have a hard time of it. His 
connection with corporations would 
also weaken him to some extent. 
Although his efforts have, it is gen- 
erally conceded, elected Mr. Cleve- 
land twice, he is not in full accord 
with him. The characters of the 
men are totally unlike and their 
methods are utilike. 


Another man who bids fair to 


loom up with considerable strength 
before the calling of the conven- 
tion, is Adlai Stevenson, the pres- 
e.nt Vice-President. Mr. Stevenson 
is a man of the dark horse type, 
who jumps to the front when it 
is least expected. 
When 
selected 


for his present position many peo- 
ple asked, "Who is Stevenson?" 
They knew little of him then, and 
although he has done very little 
during his term of office to place 
limself prominently before the pub- 
.ic, he is looked upon as a quiet 
worker who needs to be watched by 
lis opponents. 
While he may be 


noted for what he hasn't done there 
are many presidential aspirants 
whose efforts would 
have been 


more successful had they been in 
the same position. 


IT is now in order for the self- 


ppointed prophets who predicted 
that Minister Castle 
would be 


'turned down" by President Cleve- 
and, to weep large salt tears. 
Their wise prophecies that Min- 
ster Castle or any other foreign 
minister would be taken to task

HENRY M. STANLEY, the explorer, 


laving attained the object of his 
aspirations in politics, has identified 
limself with the evangelization of 
Africa by becoming the associate 
editor of Illustrated Africa, which 
s published in New York.

Stanley writes Bishop Taylor, the 
editor of the magazine: " While I 
am not thinking of making another 
ourney into Africa, my heart is en- 
isled in the development of that 
;ontinent, a work which I can help 
along much better now than if I 
were on the ground. Africa is prac- 
ically explored, and the intelli- 
gence of its inhabitants demon- 
strated. I think that Africa never 
will be another North American 


continent, but we must remembe 
that it is only a short time since i 
has been penetrated by civilizing 
forces. 
When I was at Lake Vic 


toria, eighteen years ago, there wa 
not a missionary there; now there 
are forty thousand native Christian 
and two hundred churches. The 
natives are enthusiastic converts 
and would spend their last penny 
to acquire a Bible.

As pumping is one of the 


most common uses to which 
wind motors are put, the

of 
communicating 


motion to the pump is very 
important and has received

At a meeting of the Board of 


Health held Wednesday afternoon 
there were present President Water- 
house, and members Keliipio, Rey- 
nolds, Dr. Emerson, Dr. Wood, Dr. 
Day and Lansing. 


Father Conraddi, at the Molokai 


leper settlement, asked the Board 
for permission to leave. This was 
granted, provided his baggage be 
fumigated and nothing unnecessary 
be brought away. 


It was reported that one scow 


was ready for-the odorless excava- 
tors. To have things in good work- 
ing order Mr. Reynolds thought 
there should be three scows. 
It 


was then voted to see that two 
others be arranged for. Cost will 
be about $480. 


A letter from C. T. Peckham, in 


charge of the quarantine station at 
Angel Island, was read by Dr. Day. 
It advised the port physician here 
that the cargo of the Rio de Janeiro 
brought down from San Francisco 
by the P. M. S. S. China had been 
fumigated according to the Federal 
quarantine laws. 


The following letter from Dr. 


Lindley of Kona was read:

A business man In Kallua informed

• I also wish the Board of Health to 
know tha I have had a telephone put 
in my "ffice for the beuefl' of the na 
lives who live at a distance. There is 
uo outside practice in South Kona, 
and, us a matter ot fact, thi* expense 
must come out of my pocket 
I feel 


assured that if the Board of Health 
had made an investigation, a* I re- 
quested, there would have been no 
change or division made iu this dis- 
trict. 


Hoping that you will lay this mat- 


ter ht-fore the Board. 


It was decided by the Board that 


Dr. Lindley be instructed to take 
charge of both North and South 
Kona as physician and that he be 
pven full pay for both places un- 
til a physician shall be appointed 
for South Kona.

GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to 


acknowledge the receipt of your lettt-r 
of the 21»t itist., wherein you offer me 
the position of Government physician 
and physician of the Wailuku Hos 
pital. 
In accepting the appointment per- 


mit me to tender my thanks for tbe 
bind consideration you have shown 
me 


President Waterhouse informed 


the Board that President Hosmer of 
Punahou had asked for permission 
to discontinue boiling the spring 
water of that place. Permission 
was refused. 


The matter of water supply to 


vessels in port was discussed. All 
the vessels have been using fresh 
water free of charge.

Important Decision—A Material 


Lien. 


J. M. Vivas et al. have filed a de- 


murrer to the complaint brought 
by Camillo Pereira. 


George Fredenberg yesterday filed 


an answer to complaint Of Mary E. 
Leslie denying every allegation set 
forth. 


A decision of the Supreme Court 


in the case of Allen & Robinson vs. 
F. H. Redward and Hawaiian 
Lodge was handed down yejter- 
day. 
This is an action wherein 


the plaintiff sued to recover for cer- 
tain material furnished defendant 
for the construction of the Masonic 
Temple. It was averred in the 
complaint that Redward had aban 
doned his contract after receiving 
$4700 for labor and material and 
that there was a balance due plain- 
tiff for material delivered to Red- 
ward and used in the completion of 
the building by hie successors after 
be had abandoned the worK In the 
lower court a verdict was rendered 
favoring plaintiff's action, but the 
decision is reversed, as far as the 


is concerned, on the ground 


that on a material lien a recovery 
can be made only on material act- 
ually known to be incorporated in 
the building and not upon any part 
of it delivered to the shop of de- 
fendant. 


This establishes a precedent in 


the mechanics' lien laws of Hawaii, 
.nd it is suggested by Justice 
Bickerton that the laws should be 
amended.

ime ago was due to the fact that
